COLONY. 


The roads of Freetown, the capital of the Colony are for the most part wide and well laid out, but with a 
few exceptions have never been properly made up or drained. The total mileage in the town is about 
50 miles of which approximately one mile has becn metalled with syenite and approximately four miles with 
laterite, the remainder being earth roads. The main arterial roads are already available for light motor 
traffic and the majority of the main streets are at least negotiable. 


Motor lorries have been in use by the Public Works Department from 1910, and during the year a number 
of touring or pleasure cars have been imported, but the most usual method of travelling is still by 
hammock or on foot. 


The roads in other portions of the Colony, comprising about 150 miles in all, are practically all earth roads, 
narrow, and with steep gradients, while the majority of bridges are suitable for foot trafficonly. About 
one mile of road leading out of the City was improved and made possible for motor traffic during the vear, 
and plans have been approved for the improvement or construction of a further ten miles.

The West 
African Direct Telegraph Company have a telegraph station in Freetown, counecting the Colony by cable 
with the rest of the world eva Bathurst (Gambia ) towards the North, and Accra ( Gold Coast ) towards 
the South. There is also an installation of wireless telegraphy under the control of the West African 
Direct Telceraph Company. |

constructed and owned by the War Department for Military purposes.
